‘Indications here are that Venezuela will yield to 
the demands of the allies. 

The leading citizens of Caracas have addressed a 
joint note to President Castro, asking him to give full 
powers to U. S. Minister Bowen to effect a termination 
of the present difficulty. This note was transmitted 
to President Castro at 1 o’clock this afternoon. It is 
signed by all the leading merchants, bankers and agri- 
cillturists of Caracas. It reflects truly the consensus 
of current opinion among the business element of this 
city. The men who signed the note will meet again 
to discuss ways and means of obtaining money with 
which Venezuela can meet her obligations, as well as 
the guarantees which it will be possible to offer to her 
creditors. The note is as follows: 

“CARACAS, Dec. 17, 1902. 

“To the President of the United States of Vene- 
zuela. Sir: The undersigned having met, with the 
purpose of offering their aid to'the government in the 
present conflicting situation, which hag been created 
by the aggressive attitude of Germany and Great 
Britain, and upon your request to give our opinions 
in writing, we address you in the following terms: 

“In view of the acts of violence already committed 
and of the absolute impotence of Venezuela to meet 
force with force, in response to the allied action of 
Germany and Great Britain; in view of the fact that 
Venezuela has exhausted all the means required by 
civilization and diplomacy to put an end to the 
present situation, and the government and the people 
of Venezuela having complied honorably and worthily 
to the démands of national honor, we consider, with 
all due respect, that the moment to yield to force has 
arrived. 

“ We therefore respectfully recommend that full 
powers be given to the Minister ef the United States 
of North America, authorizing him tocarry out proper 
measures to terminate the present conflict in the 
manner least prejudicial to the interests of Vene- 
zuela.””

But there has been a change of feel- 
ing. and prominent men of Venezuela 
who were at one time ready to lead the 
people in defense of their country now 
consider that justification to take the 
men of the republic away from their 
families and their work does not exist. 
They have resolved to discover a means 
to bring about arbitration, or at least 
treat with the allies.

BRITONS BACKING OUT. 
THEY FEAR GERMAN TRICKS. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 
LONDON, Dec. 17.—[By Atiantic Ca- 

ble.] The developments in the Vene- 
zuelan imbroglio, as revealed by Pre- 
mier Balfour’s statements in Parlia- 
ment, have resulted in bringing out in 
the press this morning stronger expres- 
sions than ever of the desire to reach 
some pacific settlement of the diffi- 
culty. It is said on behalf of the gov- 
ernment that ever in last July, when 
German codéperation was first mooted, 
the government fully recognized the 
possibility of war with Venezffela, and 
only postponed it until winter at the 
suggestion of the Admiralty and in 
order to a¥oid the unhealthy season. 

On the other hand those who declare 
that the government of Germany forced 
the government of Great Britain into 
a virtual declaration of War are not 
lacking. Certainly, a considerable por- 
tion of the British public was rather 
disagreeably surprised to find that 
Great Britain actually was at war, 
and this war might for many months 
to come recuire the presence of a 
large naval force in Venezuelan waters 
and put a stop to all British trade with 
Venezuela. Added to this is the ap- 
prehension as to whether or not the 
United States would be willing to ac- 
cept the status of a belligerent block- 
ade. which would entail] the 
of her trade also. 

Henry Norman, M. P., In a news- 
paper article published this morning, 
in which he emphasized the dangers 
of the position into which Germany is 
dragging Great Britain, contends tha 
the only safe and dignified course for 
Great Britain is to seek satisfaction 
through cadéperation with the United 
States. Norman asserts that serious 
and urgent warnings, private in their 
origin, but virtually official in théir 
origin. have been cabled from the 
United States during the last few days. 

Norman's opinion reflects a very 
widespread feeling with regard to the 
Anglo-German agreement and concern- 
ing the question of how the United 
States would view the existence of a 
state of warfare between the powers 
and Venezuela. The newspapers this 
morale ask: “What would happen 
should Germany choose to seize Marita 
Island as a base for the blockade?” 

The Daily News, in an editorial ar- 
ticle, roundly deciares that the new 
Buropean concert “is not to coerce a 
bankrupt republic, but is a _ revolt 
against the Monroe doctrine."

SAN PEDRO AND TERMINAL.

SAN PEDRO, Dec. 17.—With white- 
capped hills of sea rushing and roar- 
ing furiously, and a southeasterly 
wind beating down the coast with a 


interPupted only at intervals by a 
heavy downpour of rain, the ocean duf- 
ing the past two days has raged as if 
directed by the star of fate to de- 
stroy everything in sight. The storm 
that started off this coast early yester- 
day morning continued throughout the 
night, reaching its height this fore- 
noon, and causing great damage in this 
city and at Terminal Island. 

For three hours this morning the in- 
habitants of Terminal-Igland were 
battling against the flercest storm that 
has visited that place in many years. 
The sea appeared to be rising eve 


the seconds anxiously. The tide at 
10:20 o’cloch stood 6 feet 2 inches, and 
the thundering of the huge waves 
splashing against the new bulkhead 
was awful. Fully one mile of the old 
bulkhead was completely destroyed, 
and several of the cottages along the 
beach were in imminent danger of be- 
ing washed away. The new bulkhead, 
Which has just been coinpleted, at a 
cost of $19,000, shook as if constructed 
of shavings, but withstood the storm 
in spite of the surging sea, which at 
times covered it entirely. The three 
cottages that were probably in more 
danger than any of the others were 
the Lotus, La Farola and Graves resi- 
dences. At Brighton Beach the waves 
washed out considerable of the sand 
that had beey heaped up in front of 
the hotel, but the damage wags cther- 
wise siight. The destruction of the old 
bulkhead will amount to about £1000 
damage. 

At Island City, East San Pedro, there 
was very little damage. ‘ine sea did 
not affect this city, but the heavy rain 
played havoc with business, and tore 
up the streets considerably. Several! piles 
were washed from under the lower end 
of the FE. K. Wood Lumber Company's 
wharf, resulting in the loss of about 
2009 feet of timber. Parts of the rail- 
road track that runs to ine government 
breakwater were destroyed, and the 
Southern Pacific’s vard tracks vere 
damaged somewhat. Manv of the stores 
and residences fronting on Sixth street 
were filled with water las: nighi, as a 
result of the breaking of a dam in the 
large arroyo just south of Sixth etreet, 
which caused the weter to run the full 
length of the street three feet deep for 
nearly two hours. The arroyo had 
been filled with sand, ond when ttre 
rain erame itt all washed dewn Sixth 
street, makine the thorouchfare oi- 
moxt impassable.

AN EPIDEMIC OF YELIOW FEVER ON 
DRY -TORTUGAS — “FEAR UPON THE 
FACE OF EVERY HUMAN BEING"’—DR. 
MUDD ONE OF THE VICTIMS—UNPLF4S8- 
ANT, INTERVIEW WITH AN INVESTI- 
GATING NOTARY—A THREAT TO SHOOT. 
A DARING ESCAPE.

] N THE brief space of a month after 
the killfme of Winters our small 
island and inclosure was visited by 
yellow fever. It made fearful ravages 
among the limited number stationed 
there, sweeping nearly every officer at 
the post away. It struck from earth 
our best officers and permitted § the 
heartless ones to recover, to repeat 
again. I suppose, more of their cruel- 
ties upon humanity under their com- 
mand. The ways of Providence are 
mysterious, and no doubt it was done 
for some good and wise purpose. —/ 
Among the first to. succumb to the 
Gread disease was Brevet Maj. J. Sim 
Smith, surgeon in charge. Dr.‘Smith, 


on his arrival at the post, which was 


but a few months before, corrected in 
various instances the abuse end reign- 
ing terrors which abounded there. He 
was, indeed, a man of humanity and 
kindness, a gentleman by birth and 
culture—the soldiers’ and prisoners’ 
friend and protector, and his memory 
lives in. the mind and the heart of all 


by whom he was then surrounded as all 


that was good, pure, upright and noble. 
He worked with untiring zeal while 
the fever raged, until the fatul mal- 


ady struck him down upon the bed of 


sickness, where he lingered but three 
days and died. He received every at- 
tention from Dr. Mudd, who, at that 
peridd, had charge. 

Mrs, Smith was lying in an adjacent 
room, sick with the fever. Dr. Mudd 
paid her every attention and worked 


unfalteringly to save her life. His. ef- 


forts were crowned with success and 
she recovered from the disease. During 


the period of the sickness of Dr. Smith 
‘and family there was neither an officer 
nor an oOfficer’s wife that came near 


them to administer to their wants, 


cases devolving upon the care of

Dr. Mudd, and faithfully did he per- 
form all that lay within his power. 


In a short time the fever proved epl- 
demic, and men could be seen falling 
n in every section of the fort, as 

the dread malady seized them. When 
in former times officers were parading 
ebout devising plans wherewith to tor- 
ture the soldiers and prisoners nothing 

\ was seen or heard of them, they keep- 
ing themselves closely closeted, a pall 
like unto death seemingly hanging 
over the officers’ quarters. Fear was 
depicted upon the countenance of ev- 
eryone on the island, each looking for

Men at first, when taken sick, were 
earried to the small key termed Sand 
Key, upon which a small temporary 


shed had been erected as a hospital, 


the commanding officer thinking 


thereb# to prevent the garrison from 
being infected. Sick patients, seated 
in a small boat, were conveyed over, 
confronted by coffins which were piled 


up in the bow, of the boat. This of 


itself was sufficient to cause ajarm, 


and even to kill the faint-hearted, of 


whom there were quite a number col- 
lected on that small area of seven and 
a half acres. 

With but few exceptions those who 
were conveyed to the key in the small 
boat fell victims to the disease, and are 
buried beneath the sandy soil. When 
Dr. Mudd was given charge he stated 
to the commanding officer that it would 
be advisable to discontinue this prac- 
tice: that the fever was in our midst, 
and that it could not be dislodged un- 
til the ison had expended itself, ad- 
vising that all cases be brought to and 
treated at the hospital. This was ac- 


ceded to, from his manner of 
_ change was soon be noted. 


- Krom this period until the arrival 
from Key West of Dr. 
erything was progressin avyorably, 
no death occurring. Dr. Whitehurst, 


perfectly conversant with the mode of 


treatment, he having had immense 
practice in the disease, approved Dr. 


Mudd’s manner of treatment, and it 


was continued throughout the period 

the fever raged in our midst. The 

began to assume a more virulent 

type, and in spite of the untiring exer- 

tion of both began to make sad in- 
roads into our numbers.

FEAR. RBIGNED SUPREMBE. 


Men less sick were startled viewing 
these proceedings, it having a tendency 
to cause their own condition to become 
‘worse. During the terrible ordeal of 
the fever the garrison kept itseif, du- 
ties being neglected by both officers 
and soldiers. During its progress the 
island assumed a different aspect. The 


island, which before was more like a 


place peopled by fiends than anything 


‘else it could be compared with, sud- 
denly became calm, quiet and peaceful. 
Fear stood out upon the face of every 
human being. 

Some attempted to assume the tone 
of gayety and indifference, but upon 
their faces could be read traces of 
other feelings. For. two months the 
fever raged in our midst, creating 
havoc among those dwelling ihere. 
During this time Dr. Mudd was never 
idle. He worked both day #nd night, 
and was always at post, faithful to his 
calling. relieving the sufferings of 
humanity as far as laid within his 


power. The fever having abated 


through the want of more subjects, a 
contract phystejan from New York ar- 
rived at the post and relieved § Dr. 
Whitehurst of his duties. When the 
ew doctor took charge there were but 
two or three sick, and they were in u 
state of convalescence. 

Soon thereafter Dr. Mudd was taken 
down with the fever in his quarters, 
and during the entire period of his ill- 
ness was never Visited! by the New 
York dottor, the surgeon in charge, 
he remaining closeted in his room. The

both day and night in turns. We 
adopted the same method of treatment 
in his case as had been administered by 
hit in ours, through which he happily 


recovered. He stated upon his recovery 


that had it not been for our care and 
watchfulness he would have died, and 
thanked each of us in unmeasured 
terms fer our friendly consideration. 

Dr. Mudd had worked during the 

evalence of the yellow fever with an 

nfaltering zeal, until nature was well- 
igh exhausted, relieving in every way 

t his command and knowledge t 
ufferings of humanity, but when - 
flicted himgelf he wag left entirely to 
the mercies of his Goad and the limited 
knowledge of his two companions, 
which fact had the appearance of a 
desire for his death on the part of 
those at the head of affairs. 

We felt from the first that we had 
been transported to Dry Tortugas to 
fall victiths to the many dreadful pol- 
sons of malaria generated in that cli- 
‘mate. Happily we lived through it all, 
and I am permitted to give to. the 
world at large some inkling of the 
many wrongs, tortures and sufferings 
inflicted upon us during the period of 
nearly four long years of exile. In the 
month of October, 1867, the fever hav- 
ing exhausted itself and finally stamped 
out, and with it, to a great extent, the 
harsh and rigorous measures -which 
had heretofore been adopted in the 
manner of our imprisonment, some of 
the privileges which we had taken dur- 
ing ite prevalence were curtailed, but 
for the most part’ the others were not 
cotintermanded by the officer in com- 
mated 


The officers who garrisoned the fort 
at this time, with the exception of two, 
fell victims to the disease. A lieuten- 
ant recovered alone through the kind 
care and watchful nursing and atten- 
tion of Col. Grenfell, who remained 
with him day and night, administering 
to his slightest want. The officers who 
died of the disease were coffined and 
borne to their last resting place by the 
prisoners of the post, no respect being 
shown by the other officers. Even 
wives were carried in like manner to 
the grave, the husband remaini in 
his quarters. 

Everything went on smoothly after 
the fever until the month of Decem- 
ber, 1867, when there arrived upon the 
island a notary public, purporting to 
be from the State of Florida. His busi- 
ness at first was uhknown, as it fre-

accompanied by an armed guard. When 
I was sent for by him and seated he 
handed me his credentials to peruse, 
which I carefully did. 1 returned them 
to him, stating that IJ knew nothing 
concerning the business he was upon; 
that a statement of ail the facts that 
I knew of had been placed in the 
hands of the government upon my ar- 
rest. and that the government was per- 
fectly conversant with all the knowl- 
edge that I possessed, and, from my 
trial, knew more than I or any one 
else did supposed to be connected 
therewith, and refused to make any 
further statement. 
“® TALK WITH NOTARY. 

I informed him that he was a 
stranger to me; that he might be as 
base as those who had already dealt 
with me; that I did not trust him nor 
any other man, etc., stating that a 
burnt child dreaded the fire. He told 
me to consider it, and 1 was dismissed 
and sent to my quarters. After con- 
versing with my roommates over the 
matter we each arrived at the conclu- 
sion that it could do no harm to us, 
nor the living nor the dead, and con- 
cluded to conform to his request. 

[ called, however, upon the com- 
manding officer, Maj.-Gen. George P. 
Andrews, and stated my situation to 
him. I told him that I was a prisoner 
under his charge, and, ds such, de- 
manded his protection. He told me that 
I should have it, and, thus feeling safe, 
I gave a statement of similar purport 
as that first made. 

During its writing the notary held 
out every inducement to cause not only 
myself, but the others, to swear falsely, 
stating that if we could implicate any 
others we would be released from our 
imprisonment and carried to Wash- 
ington as witnesses. His advent was 
about the time of the attempted im- 
peachment of Andrew Johnson, Pres!- 
dent of the United States, and his visit 
alone was to attempt to cause us to 
falsely implicate Andrew Johnson in 
the assassination. 

There was a great deal of unpleas- 
antness pervading our interviews, and 


-high words followed when he wished 


me to append my signature to an af- 
fidavit drawn up by himself. Through- 
out my statement he attempted to 
Place his construction upon it, and 
obliterated my until finally 

requested to be informed whether 
he came to write my statement him- 
self or did he come to obtain mine. I 
refused to sign my name to his affi- 


ing that it inferred that of which I 
knew nothing. He handed it to Maj. 
Andrews, who was seated in the room, 
to read. The major could not see 
f\% in the same light that I did, stat- 
ing that it was all correct, etc. 
Seeing that neither justice nor pro- 
tection would he given me, I stated 
that I would not sign it, and if he was 
not satisfied I would destroy that 
which I had written and end the in- 
terview; that I asked alone for my 
rights and protection in them from 
the commandire officer. . 
A THREAT TO SHOOT. 


Maj. Andrews immediately rose up 
und spoke thus: 


“sir, i will take you out on the pa- 
rade grounds and shoot vou.” 
“I am your prisoner, ma- 


jor, you certainly can do with me 
as you please, and if you deem you 
have the authority to shoot me, all 
that is left me, sir, I suppose, is to 
stand it.” 

[ was not shot, however, neitheF 
did i sign my name to the affidavit, 
but wrote out one that suited my way 
of thinking,- also wrote my own state- 
ment without the notary’s assistance, 
and in the end complied with his re- 
quest, giving my statement.

Our condition from this time on re- 
mained unchanged until March, 1368, 
when Maj. Andrews was relieved of 
command of the post. Brevet Major 
, Col. George St. Leger Gren- 
fell’s inveterate enemy, was ordered 


mend. At the same time a new pro- 
vost marshal was appointed. bBe- 
tween the pair the island became a 
hell again, they devising measures to 
make prisoners uncomfortable and im- 
prisofment more galling. 

As soon as the new commander as- 
sumed the reins of power the ten- 
dency to persecute Grenfell became 
Apparent, it having been stated to 
me by Maj. Andrews, before departure, 


toward Grenfell on account of e ar- 
ticle published by him, it nearly being 
the means of his dismissal from the 
service. 

When the provost marsha! found 
prisoners contented and obedient some 
new order was issued to awaken them 
from it. He picked as provost guards 
the most contemptible men of the 
garrison, who abused, cursed, struck 
and maltreated the prisoners under 
their charge In every conceivable man- 
ner. Col. Grenfell, finding, as he aft- 
erward expressed to me, that they had 
started upon him to kili him inch 
by inch, determined to attempt cscape 
at all hazards, preferring. as he said, 
a watery grave to the indignities im- 
posed upon him. 

Grenfell at this time had charge of 
the small garden lately made within 
the inclosure of the fort. The major, 
on assuming command, relieved Gren- 
fell from this duty, and placed the 
old man at the heaviest wbrk that 
was to be done. Each day was pro- 
ductive of changes and each change 
bred a worse condition. «+ ~ 

Finding persecution setting grad- 
ually ig upon him more and more, 
GrenfelP went cautiously to work with 
others and soon succeeded in making 
arrangements to escape. There was a 
soldier by the name of William Nor- 
reil who had received very harsh 
treatment and. was anxious to desert. 
With ‘this man Grenfell formed his 
plans, in combination with another 
soldier of the same company. , 

MADE BOLD ESCAPE. 

On the night of March 6, 1868, their 
plans were completed. Norreil was a 
sentinel on Post No. 2, guarding the 
smail boats within the m. At 10 
o'clock at night he went on duty, and 
Grenfell, with three other prisoners, 
succeeded in eluding the sentinel with- 
in the fort, making their way to the 
northwesterly side, letting themselves 
down through one of the portholes 
into the moat, thence to the breakwa- 
ter wall, where they walked to the 
appointed rendezvous, arranging all 
the necessary articles of food and wa 
ter for their perilous undertaking. 

The night was pitch dark and a 
furious gale raged at the time, Which 
had existed for six consecutive days. 
Never did men venture on a more per- 
jlous undertaking. The white-capped 
Waves rose even within our sheltcred 
harbor to fearful heights, but be- 
yond in the Gulf, during the day, they 
reachee to mountain heights. 

The sentinel waited until 11 o'clock 
Was called, a then embarked with 
Grenfell and e others in, small 
boat picked out for the pur , and 
soon, with sail set, fled from thefr 
ocean-bound home. No one as yet 
outside of my roommates and my- 
self knew anything of it. \ The hour 
of 12 arrived, when the sentinel on 
Post No. 7 cried out the hour.

Soon 
there was a commotion all through 
the fort, men hurrying here and there 
in search of the missing man, and

the remainder of the night, but the 


next morning the fort within was all 
bustie and preparation for pursuit. 
There wus a steamer lying in the har- 
bor at the time, the commander of 
which readily consented to go on the 
search, an about 8 o'clock she 
steamed out after the escaped party. 


* after cruising nearly the entire day 


they failed to hear or see anything 

of the escaped party, and the steam- 

er returned into the harbor again.

Poverty-wrenching, grinding, soul- 
killing poverty rests its heavy hand on 
more than six hundred homes in Los 
Angeles. . 

There are dark, chéerless abodes 
this prosperous city where the most 
welcome Christmas gift would be a 
sack of coal or a receipt for a month's 
rent. 

There are widows and children—yes, 
and aged and infirm men and women, 
some of them blind, who have not had 
the comfort of a fire during the in- 
clement weather of the past week. 

Hugo's pen never traced stories of 
destitution more pitiful than those that 
have come, this winter, to the ears of 
Secretary Stuart of the Associated 
Charities. The pinched, wan faces pic- 
tured by Dickens in many of his tales 
have their counterparts in scores of 
Los Angeles homes. “Ragged Dick” 
and “Tattered Tom,” made famous ®& 
generation ago by Castlemon and other 
writers of life in New York and other 
cities, trudge Broadway and Spring 
street, with bundles of papers under 
their arms, seeking the nimble penny 
to aid their toil-worn mothers, even as 
they did many years ago in other cities. 
They dre not fictitious characters. They

BRAVE WOMAN'S STRUGGLE. 


A heart rending case is that of a 
brave young woman, almost helpless 
from frightful’ burns on the arms, back 
and head, who has four children, the 
oldest of which is twelve years of age. 
For many years her h was 
a bed-ridden invalid. As a washer- 
woman, she earned” $6 or $7 per 
week, which she says was sufficient to 
clothe and feed her family and to leave 
a little for payment on their home. 

A year ago a gasoline stove exploded, 
throwing flaming oil over her helpless 
husband. She rushed to his assistance 
and carried him, blazing, into the 
street, but too late to save his life. She 
was burned, dreadfully, and for many 
months was confined in a hospital. 
Then she went back into her home and 
began the struggle for herself and fam- 
fly. Kind neighbors paid a smal! mort- 
gage on the little home and in other 
ways helped her, but the gnarled and 
twisted hands were useless in a wash- 
tub, and even the mending of the chil- 
dren's clothing is t a hopeless 


She waits patiently for the burns to 
heal so that she can launder clothes 
and scrub floors, and in the meantime 
the Associated Charities supplies her 
with necessities of life to the value of 
$8 or $10 per month. Rental from two 
rooms of her four-room cot help 
some, but eight children and two grown 
persons in a tiny cottage is not can- 
ductive to the speedy recovery of the 
sufferer, and the charity aniza- 
tion, had it the funds, would giad 
to do more for the little woman. A

DIFFERENT FROM PRIDE.

days at a time. Her sole companion 
is infirm with age and barely able to 
care for herself. They receive an al- 
lowance of $3 in cash and es 
to the value of $9 each sande Gee 
greatest need, in common with that of 
many wealthy families, is a servant 
to help them part of the time. 

YOUNG WIDOW’'S BURDEN. 

“Just walt, mamma, until we are 
big enough to earn some money and 
you will be the richest old lady in Los 
Angeles,” say the five little boys of a 
yuung widow whe is on the indigent's 
list. “But the trouble is you will be 
‘oo old then to get any good out of it.” 

The oldest boy is a littie under twelve, 


\Inder the operation of the child-labor 


‘iaw he lost his position as cashboy 


in a downtown store and his much- 
needed earnings, though small, are 
greatly missed by the widow, who, 
when the boys are at school, and there 
is no baking and mending to do, goes 
out for half a day at a time to do 
house cleaning. The boys sell papers 
and bring in a few pennies every day. 
They also rustle wood for the kitchen 
stove, which also is the parlor stove, 
and yesterday it was hung round with 
the water-soaked clothing of the young- 
sters, who got home the night before, 
drenched to the skin. Drying clothes 
and greasing the heavy shoes of the 
boys takes up no inconsiderable part 
of the mother’s time during wet 
weather. An infirm father and mother

POOR BUT PLUCKY. 

Poverty will not hamper much longer 
a widow and four children who are 
now on the “poor” list, and who draw 
$5 in groceries each month.

With less than §2 in 
her pocket when her husband died, and 
with the quartette of three boys and 
one girl far too young to be anythi 
but a care, she has fed and clothed 
them and within a few months at 
most she expects to be independent of 
outside help.

FRAUD EXPOSED. 

An example of the value of the, cen- 
tral organization was given yesterday 
when a Catholic institution telephoned 
for the record of Charles Duland, who 
had applied for relief. Duland claimed 
to have been a soldier in the Philip- 
pines, stranded temporarily in Los An- 
geles. The day before he had applied 
at Mr. Stuart's office for assistance, 
telling practically the same story. He 
was given a small amount with which 
to buy food and returned later and ob- 
tained 50 cents with which to go to 
Santa Monica, where he said he ex- 
posers to meet friends who would help 

im. He is believed to be an imposter, 
and it is thought he has worked va- 
rious other channels in a similar man- 
ner. 
A man who applied for assistance 
yesterday on the grounds of fliness was 
Sent to the Buena Vista Medical Col- 
lege for examination. The résult of 
the examination, which the man evi- 
dently failed to read before handing 
to Secretary Stuart, was contained in 
a note which read as follows: “Heart 
perfectly normal. Would advise no 
medical treatment, but a good amount 
of physical exercise.” 

AN UNJUST BURDEN. 

“In one way,” said Secretary Stuart 
yesterday, “the wide advertisement of 
our climatic advantages works a hard- 
ship on Los Angeles county. It brings 
to us the lame, the halt, the blind and 
the diseased from all parts of the 
United States. All other communities 
evidently look on this as a haven for 
their charges and ship them out here 
penniless and friendiess. Every day 
there are applications for relief from 
these people, who become an unbear- 
able burden to the county. If we 
would permit it, the County Hospital 
and the poor farm would be filled in a 
short time with persons who have ab- 
solutely no claim’on the taxpayers of 
Los Angeles county. All we can do is 
to return them to the places whence 


they came.

RUNS DOWN MAN WHO WORKS FOR 
SPEED REFORM. 
J. H. Spires, Homeward Bound After 
Consultation on Ordinance to Regulate 
Dangerous Vehicles, is Hit by Roy Gil- 
lette’s Bicycle—Object-lesson. 


It ts to be expected that a peace- 
maker will get the worst of almost ev- 
ery encounter which he tries to end, 
but it is not always true that a real 
reformer, or one who is striving to 
bring about a much-needed reform, is 
so unfortunate as to have himself 
made into a living exhibit of the neces- 
sity for that reform. That is just what. 
has happened to J. H. Spires, and the 
t’ which befell him has made 
him all the more sealous in the ad- 
mittedly-good cause for which he is 
striving. 

Mr. Spires belleves there should be 
a law regulating the speed of bi- 
cycles, automobiles, buggies and other 
vehicles, the speed of which on the 
streets of Los Angeles is a constant 
menace to the safety of pedestrians. 
His particular effort is to have a law 
adopted by some body, be it the City 
Council or the State Legislature, which 
will apply directly to automobiles and 
other self-propelled vehicles which in 
this State have been responsibie for 
many hundreds of serious accidents.. 
In his effort he has the passive sup- 
port of thousands of those persons who 
have to depend upon street-cars for 
their means of transportation over 
great distances, and who for short dis- 
tances are necessarily pedestrians. 
Their support would doubtless be more 
effective were it more active and vigor- 
ous. With a hope that he will awaken 
them from their lethargy, Mr. Spires 
has taken the initiative and has been 
instrumental in having Assistant City 
Attorney Goudge draft an ordinance 
regulating the sped-of such vehicles. 
This ts aimed particularily at auto- 
mobiles and bicycles, and there is more 
than a probability that it will be 
adopted by the City Council. Ita en- 
forcement will, of course, depend upon 
the humor of the respective patrolmen 
who may witness violations of the or- 
— when it shall have become a 
aw. 

While Mr. Spires was en route to 
his home after having had a consulta- 
tion on the subject in the City At- 
torney's office, he was made a victim 
of a scorcher. Between Fifth and. 
Sixth streets, on Broadway. he was 
struck by a wheel which Koy Giliette 
was riding at a high rate of speed, 
and was knocked out. 

Mr. Spires has no idea that he was 
singled out to be ridden down, but he 
knows that it happened. He promptly 
did what every other cittzen who meets 
with a similar experience should do. 
He secured the name of the young man 
and those of a number of witnesses to 
the accident, then he proceeded to the 
Police Court and secured a warrant 
for the arrest of Gillette on a charge 
of misdemeanior. Not wishing to have 
the young man spend the night in jail 
hq asked that the warrant be held up 
until today. 

It is not the desire of Mr. Spires that 
the young man be severely punished, 
but he takes the position that when 
the rider of a wheel or driver of a 
vehicle runs down a pedestrian, he 
should be made to suffer for it. If the 
arrest and prosecution following the 
accident draw public atttntion to the 
necessity for a law regulating 
speed of vehicles on the streets, Mr. 
Spires will be content and will deem 
the accident a fortunate thing for the 
cause which he represents.

LIKE MISER’S 
GOLD DREAM. 


Fabulous Stzike Reported in 
Lower California. 


Ore Said to Yield Ten Thousand 


Dollars to the Ton. 
Viznaga Mine, Seventy Miles from 
Ensenada, and Owned Heze, 
is the Scene. 


Sensational as a miser’s dream “come 
true” are the s and evidence of 
a gold strike which arrived in Los An- 
geles yesterday from arid and remote 
Lower California. 

In the old Viznaga mine, Alamo dis- 
trict, seventy miles from Ensenada, in 
Lewer California, there has just been 
opened a seven-foot ledge of ore, each 
ton of which, it is reported, yields over. 
$10,000. It is believed there are “mil- 
lions in it.” 

Maj. H. M. Russell is the principal 
owner of the Vignaga, and about a 
score of other mines in the immediate 
vicinity. News of the big strike was 
brought by the major’s brother, F. E. 
Russell, who arrived from the mine 
yesterday. 

As evidence of the fabulous richness 
of the strike, Russell brought up 4 
brick of gold weighing 215 ounces, and 
valued at $3655. He states that this 


entire amount was taken from 


pounds of the ore from the new ledge, 


and that the gold was removed from | 


the ore by the little five-stamp miii in 
just thirty minutes. ; 

Besides the gold secured, Russell 
brought quite a iarge amount of the 
ore, Which was milied here and tested 
yesterday afternoon, and is reported 
to contain at the rate of just $10,756 
to the ton. Free goid protruces trom 
the ore in large ‘umps on aii sides, 
making its richness apparent to tae 
untrained eye. 

When first discovered the ledge was 
four feet in width, but after going but 
avery short distance it wiuenea out 
to seven teet, and it was from this 
point that the ore was tound to be 
the richest. 

ashe Aurora company is composed of 
Maj. Russell. of Los Angeles, ana tae 
eastern capitalists who have backed 
his ventures. F. E. Russell is super- 
intendent of the company’s group of 
mines in the Alamo district. 

About a week ago, Maj. Russel] re- 
ceived a telegram from his brother, 


stating that a ledge had just been 
opened in the Viznaga yielding $1000 
ore. 


A few days later a letter arrived 
stating that lead had been fol- 
lowed farther in, and the ore laid bare 
went $5000 to the ton. Then the mill- 
ing wag made that showed the ore to 
oe worth over $10,000 a ton. 

Superintendent Russell was too much 
exercised over the great find to stay 
longer at the scene. He immediately 
closed ihe mine, put several trusty 
men on guard, and started for Los An- 

les to report and receive orders. 
Maj, Russell will start for the Alamo 
district in company with his brother, 
probably Saturday. If the ledge is 
found to continue in such wonderful 
eo operations will be greatly ex- 
panded. 

The Vizsnaga is one of the oldest 
mines in the Alamo district, having 
been about the first of a score opened 
there by Russell and associates in the 
past fifteen years. However, the Viz- 
naga hes never been worked to any 


extent, as the com y has directed 
ite energies on neighboring properties, 
which yielded better. The ledge just 


found lies at a depth of between 80 
and 100 feet from the surface. 

The company has a five-stamp mill 
in the district. The best-yielding mine 
of the company heretofore has been 
the Aurora, which has been worked 
continuously almost fifteen years, and 
lately is said to have vielded as high 
as : a month. The Aurora is 
about four miles from the Viznaga. 
There are several other mining compa- 
nies operating in the district. The 
brick of gold and the ore are to be put 
on exhibition today in the window of

When a man goes to sce a ball game, 
er hurries down to Hazard's Pavilion 
to hear the crunching of dainty white 
flesh in a twenty-round go, or bets a 
plunk on a long-shot skate to show in 
a selling race, he doesn’t think he is 
cutting much ice as a sport, but when 
10,000 do pretty much the same thing 
all the time, the total hand-out of 
money amounts to about a quarter of 
a million annually, and all of it paid 
out for sports. 

When a person hears the ringing of 
a hundred church bells on Sunday 
morning and sees the multitudes of 
well-dressed peaple on the streets, he 
might think that they don't do a thing 
in this city but go to church. This is a 
mistake, for from the figures at hand 
it seems that the people spend about 
as much every year on their sports as 
they do on their churches. 

The exact sums that go for each 
church cannot be learned, but enough 
information is at hand to show that 
‘over $250,000 is spent every year for the 
various sports, and there is little doubt 
that if everything that could be called 


“sport” by a stretch of the imagina-. 


tion was included, the 

greatly exceed that figure. 
Those who conduct the sports tn this 

city as a “business’’ do not lay bare

their books for the examination of out- 


siders, but from constant observation, 
it is easy to see what a profitable 
thing a “sport trust” would be if it

It may astonish the fans, but the 
receipts from a season of bateball will 
run frem $50,000 to $60,000 or more. The 
in-take for the past season here did not 
run over $60,000, but if the Low Angeles 
club had been nearer the Oakland team 
in the race for the pennant. the re- 
ceipts would have been considerably 
over $60,000, for this city ts one of the 
best baseball towns in the whole coun- 
try. What the receipts and profits were 
is not known, but the management has 


not been heard to express sorrow over 


the balance sheet. 


For prize fights, of which there is af 


least one a month, the sports out 
$25,000 a year, or $2000 a month. There 
have been many fights in this city 
where the receipts have gone over $2000, 
and several have showed a smalier 
“gate.” The Fitzsimmons exhibition 
some months ago, probably drew the 
largest audience, and there have been 
a number almost equal to it. 

In the line of pool and billiagds, a 
conservative estimate puts the t at 
$5000 a month, or at least $50,000 a year, 
while $50,000 would not cover. the 
amount paid out for bowling every 
vear. Another $50,000 can be put down 
for horse racing spent in various ways, 
and at least $15,000 for vachting. shoot- 
ing, tennis, golf, football, and the 
other minor sports.

His complaint against her states 
that she has threatendd to burn down 
a barn at No, 822 Lyon street, and 
that she claims certain property which 
really belongs to somevne else, 

The facts appear to be that ‘Schmidt 

was agent for the Lyon-street prop- 
erty. The Munsons were tenants there, 
hie ordered them io move out. 

Mrs. Munson refused to leave non 
house. When the agent went to 
if they were out, Mr. Munson told him 
that he couldn't get hig wife to leave 
the place. 

Schmidt is alleged to have sald that 
he would get her out. The complaint 
for insanity followed, and Mrs, Mun- 
son was taken away to the County 
Hospital.

THOUSANDS FOR HUNDREDS. 
TIFFIN'S QUEER BLUFF CALLED.

The certificate of deposit wag found 
to read $76,000 in the body of the In- 
strument, but $7600 in the margin. It 
had been assigned for value received 
by the original owner, W, W. Tiffin, 
to Clayton Tiffin of Hamilton, Mo, It 
— through a loca] bank for collec- 
tion 

After bringing suit to stop the collec- 
tion, Frank W. Burnett, Esq., attorney 
for the bank,«went to Missouri to make 
an investigation. 

W. W. Tiffin was found to have 
started for Mexico; he said he had 
sold the draft to his brother, Dr. Clay- 
ton Tiffin. 

At first Dr. Clayton Tiffin claimed 
that he had paid the full $76,000 for 


the draft, and said he wanted the 
money. 
Mr. Burnett found enough evidence 


to prove these claims were false, 
Rather than face an investigation, Tif- 
fin caved. Yesterday, in Judge Al- 
len’s court, the $7600 offered by the 
bank Was meekly accepted. It was 
a peculiar transaction on Dr. Tiffin’s 
part, and the investigation which he 
prevented by accepting the real amount 
of the certificate of deposit — have 
proved interesting.

There was the same broadening show of 
strength up to the last hour, when a selling 
movement developed which wiped out prac- 
tically all of the earlier gains, and carried 
some prices below jast night. The reaction 
today was rather more gradual and not quite 
so severe as yesterday, and was followed by 
& steadier tone just before the close. There 
is Mo reason to doubt that the late selling 
movement today came from the same sources 
and with the same objects as that of yester- 
day—that ie to say, frum sources in touch 
with the bankers’ money pool, and with the 
object of discouraging any indulgence in 
speculation. The sharpness and suddenness of 
last night's decline led to the supposition in 
some quarters that it was due to sOme com- 
ing bad news regarding the Venezuelan sitta- 
tion. Today's decline had no such suspicions 
to account for it. The early strength in the 
market was due in no small part to the failure 
of yesterday's sinisier rumors to materialize. 
The facts developed over night regarding the 
Venezucian situation, although coniaining 
some unfavorable features, were so much less 
threatening than had been feared, that spéc- 
ulative sentiment showed encouragement and 
a disposition to buy stocks was manifested on 
that score. A nucber of special influences also 
helped in the show of stfength. The passage 

the Pennsylvania Raltlroad tunnel franchise 
by the New York Board of Aldermen heiped 
the stock of that company and its subsidiary 
companies. Stocks of other companies with 
terminals on Pe Jersey shore of the 
Hudson River weré also affected. Sugar con- 
tinued to reflect the hope of benefit “from 
the Cuban reciprocity treaty, but the leaders 
in the speculative advance were stocks in 
which powerful pools are known to exist.
